to ttepalr. 


Some of tbe water takera who have 


been enjoying tbe privilege of using fil- 
tered water from the big reservoir at tbe 
water works, heva been making a big 
kick to-day because the water sent 
through the pipes tbM morning was 
muddy for several hours. They could 
not understand why the water should be 
muddy and nndrmkable whan we have a 
940,0110 filter plant with a big reservoir, 
and also a supply well to knock out tbe 
water hummer. 


On inquiry the BIPOBLICAN reporter 


learned that there had been a bid break 
in one aide of the big reservoir, tbe earth 
back of the cement wall having been 
washed away, making a bole big enough 
for the body of a hone. The break ia »t 
one of the points where Mayor MofBtt, 
who took the work in charge and directed 
it, had packed the earth to make it solid. 
Tbe weight of the water or tbe settling 
of the earth caused the break in the 
cement and the washout. Bat this break 
did not make the water muddy. 


The muddy water came direct from the 


river, and the pumping from tbe river 
continued until about 10 o'clock, when 
tbe filtered water was used again. The 
break in the reservoir is about four feet 
above the bottom of tbe basin, and that 
much water can be carried and need until 
after tbe break is repaired. Tbe damage 
is estimated at 9100. It may be more or 
lees. It is to be hoped that all other sec- 
tions of the reservoir walla willjatand the 
pressure. It they do cot there may be 
many complaints about muddy water. 


This ia the afternoon sat for the formal
